For Both School and Home

Any mother who has tried to 
get a small boy to do his lessons 
when he’d rather play football 
has 
.ed herself whether home­ 
work wasn’t invented 
just to j 
drive parents crazy. 
And the father who has tried 
to do his child's arithemtic prob­ 
lems only to find the next day 
they’re all wrong, may wonder 
just who is supposed to learn 
what from homework. 
The home should provide an 
extension of the learning pro­ 
cesses 
of the 
school 
Parents 
should not he expected to do 
their children’s homework; they 
should provide an atmosphere 
where the children can satisfy 
their natural curiosity and add 
to what they have learned in 
school. Homework should be a 
partnership between home and 
school, each contributing to the 
child’s learning. 
The Association for Childhood 
Education 
International points! 
out that parents need to know | 
what the school policy is regard-. 
Ing home 
study 
assignments, 
and should cooperate to provide ! 
conditions In which the c h i l d 
can successfully complete 
his 
tasks. The school's responsibil- ; 
lty is to make the assignment 
a profitable experience f o r the 
pupil, making sure it fits into 
the family relationships. 
Home study should be suited 
to individual needs and capabili­ 
ties. 
It 
should 
build needed 
skills and arouse the child's na­ 
tural curiosity for further know­ 
ledge. The teacher must create 
the interest for the assignment, 
plan with the children, supply 
the necessary information f o r 
doing 
the 
work, 
demonstrate 
techniques, aid 
in 
organizing 
ideas and suggest w ays of study. I 
She must also 
recognize 
t h e . 
need for checking the assign­ 
ment and making constructive 
comments 
about 
th® 
child’s 
work. 
Homework should never be 
assigned as 
punishment, 
nor: 
should it involve enormous quan­ 
tities of drill or ‘‘busy work.” 
The parent also has response! 
bilbies. A child's s u c c e s s in 
a c h o o I 
is largely depenent 
upon his parents’ attitudes. The 
parent should show interest and 
encouragement In his child’s 
work. 
It is also up to the parent to 
provide suitable time and place 
for the child to study. Too many 
children begin their lessons late 
at night when they are tired. 
Homework should be done, if 
possible, between the close of 
school and dinner. It should be­ 
come a fixed 
routine, 
at the 
sa n e time every day, so assign­ 
ments are not allowed to pile 
up. Exceptions are unavoidable, 
but they should not become the 
rule The child should also have 
a quiet place to study. Any area 
will do if it is kept free of dis 
tractions such as television or 
other children playing. 
Ther. should be adequate light 
and enough space to work. Sup­ 
plies such as pencils and paper 
should be on hand, and, when 
possible, reference works such 
ss dictionary or encyclopedia. 
Special projjects offer the op­ 
portunity for parents to work 


with their children on assign­ 
ments which pertain to real life. 
Such things as the study of na 
ture provide a chance for the 
family to work together. Why 
not try planting seeds and join­ 
ing vour child in ohsering them 
as they grow? Or try watching 
birds and identifying the differ­ 
ent 
breeds? These may 
n o t 
sound like homework, but they 
help 
the 
child use the know­ 
ledge he has gained in school. 
If the child is encouraged by 
his parents to use his natural 
curiosity and the information he 
gains in school it will be a far 
more valuable contribution than 
doing his homework for h i m 
every night.

For Shovel 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - To 
the many scientific instruments 
astronauts 
may 
take 
to 
tho 
moon and Mars some day add 
a pick and shovel. 
They'll be needed, a scientist 
says, to scoop up rock and dust 
on those dry and airless worlds 
to provide oxygen, water and 
even fuel for the trip home. 
Just 4 ^ pounds of any of the 
kinds of lock expected to be on 
Mercury. Venus. Mars or earth’s 
moon will yield more than two 
pounds of oxygen—the daily re­ 
quirement for one m an—an a 
process devised by Dr. Sanders 
Rosenberg, a chemist. 
The same process yields water 
and hydrogen, which is one of 
the fuels planned for the .Saturn 
5 spaceship now under develop­ 
ment. 
“Several other methods have 
Seen proposed for obtaining wa­ 
ter, and thus oxygen, on the 
lunar surface,’* says Rosenberg, 
“ but they all depend on finding 
a certain kind of rock which con­ 
tains 
water 
in 
a 
suspended 
state.” 
Rosenberg, a lunar research 
expert for Aerojet-General Corp. 
believes an oxygen - from- rock 
plant on the moon would save 
the U.S. space program more 
than a billion dollars a year. 
The figure is based on the cost 
of transporting 
oxygen 
from 
earth to the moon as an oxidizer 
for fuel on return flights. He es­ 
timates this at $5,000 per pound 
of transported oxygen. 
A plant capable of producing 
24.000 
fvound.s 
of 
oxygen 
a 
month—enough for two moon- 
fo-earth flights — would weigh 
25.000 
pounds, 
he 
says. 
and 
could he taken to the moon by

would cost Si 4 billion a year, 
he says. 
Rosenberg's method, already] 
tested in his laboratory, uses 
methane gas in an electrical 
furnace—on the moon It would 
He nuclear powered—to convert 
lunar rock to carbon monoxide 
and hydrogen In a second step, 
these are turned into methane 
aud water 
Then the water is 
broken down into hydrogen and 
oxygen 
The water and oxygen would I 
supply astronaut needs and the 
remaining oxygen stored as an 
oxidizer along wnth the hydro­ 
gen. which would he used as 
rocket fuel. The methane would 
he recycled for use in the first 
step of the process
